Physics Nobel laureate talks religion, lasers 


Charles Townes says 
God is ‘a mystery in 
many ways.’ :

Charles Townes, Noble Prize laure- 
ate in physics and co-creator of the la- 
ser, spoke about the middle ground be- 
tween science and religion-during the 
inaugural talk, entitled “Veritas: The 
Pursuit of Truth,” at a Cal State Long 
Beach lecture hall on Wednesday. 


“Science, as well as religion, uses 
faith,’ Townes said. “In science, we 
make a guess and approximate, and 
we have faith that what we think now 
is probably right.” 

The strategy of pursuing the most 
logical explanation regarding science 
or religion is what helped Townes de- 
velop the laser. _ 

“The laser, in my view, is a revela- 
tion,” Townes said. 

The concept of a revelation is 
something that, for many, is consid- 
ered unique to religion, but Townes 
argues differently. : 

“Another parallelism between 
science and religion is revelation,” 
Townes said. “Einstein recognized 


that and had many of them.” 2 

Some revelations can bring about 
changes in religious and scientific 
theories as well. Once-common theo- 
ries ate constantly disproven as new 
evidence, and practices become avail- 
able in science and religion. 

“Sometimes we find we have to 
change our views,” Townes said. “... 
We believe the laws of science are 
constant ... that is supposition.” 

He said science is a constantly 
evolving field of study — one that can 
change its beliefs from week to week. 
Religion parallels science in that re- 
gard as well. 

“We have to recognize that we don’t 
completely understand God; God is a

mystery in many ways,” Townes said. 

The lecture given by Townes is 
part of a new series sponsored by the 
Veritas Faculty Group of CSULB and 
the Christian! Student Union at Long 
Beach State. The organizations want 
to engage students and faculty in dis- 
cussions about life’s hardest questions. 

“We seek to discuss rather than 
debate,” professor of-physics Andreas 
Bill said. 

In an attempt to decide what truth 
is, Townes said the process is up to the 
individual. 

A student asked what the best way 
to evaluate one’s belief is, and Townes 
responded, “Pick what-you think is 
more likely correct and follow it.”

Many CSULB students 
volunteer to count 
cyclists, pedestrians 
for data analysis.

Long Beach will conduct the fourth 
annual bicycle and pedestrian count re- 
search project on Thursday and Sunday 
to inform the city where bike and pe- 
destrian improvements are needed. 

The city collaborated with Cal State 
Long Beach and Bikestation, a service 
that offers 24-hour secure indoor bike 
parking facilities, to organize data col- 
lection, identify count locations and 
volunteer recruitment and training. 

The annual counts are part ofa grant, 
funded by the Los Angeles County De- 
partment of Public-Health, under the 
Policies for Livable and Active Com- 
munities and Environments (PLACE) 
project, according to the 2009 count 
summary. 

CSULB?’s ride-share program is ex- 
pecting 300 student and citizen volun- 
teers to conduct the counts in over 35 
locations throughout Long Beach, ac- 
cording to Elissa Thomas, the sustain- 
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are still manufactured by Comet School 
Supplies, but they are part of the eco- 
friendly Releaf Series. 

Fred Neely, director of Bookstore 
Services, said the, Green Books still 
have the same amount of paper as the 
Blue Books. The only differences are 
that they now have a green cover and 
are made from recyclable content. 

“Due to the popularity of the large 
Blue Books and minimal usage of small 
Blue Books, the small books will no 
longer be available once current stock 
is sold out,” Neely said. 

Junior biology major Kevin Lopez 
said the Green Books are a great idea 
and that recycled exam books should 
have been adapted by our campus long 
ago. 

“They should have caught on soon- 
er,” Lopez said.

In order to have 
various time frames 
accounted for, Long 
Beach is recording 
the counts on two 
different days. 

From 7 a.m. to 9 
a.m. and 4 p.m. to 6 
p.m. on Thursday, 
the counts will be 
used to record the 
typical weekday 
rush hours of com- 
muters. Whereas, on 
Sunday, counts from 
noon to 2 p.m. will 
be used to record 
leisure riding and 
walking throughout 


the city. 
Volunteers will 
use the  intersec- 


tion count method 
to record all cyclists 
and pedestrians who 
travel through an 
intersection, and 
mark the direction in 
which people exit the 
intersection. 

This method will 
attempt to accurate- 
ly capture the total 
number of cyclists and pedestrians, and 
account for directionality. 


Some locations with anticipated high 
traffic rates of bicycling and walking 


-will use the screen-line count method, 


which had been used in the previous 
counts done in 2008-10. 

The screen-line method records all 
cyclist and pedestrians crossing an 
imaginary screen, perpendicular to a 
roadway or bike path, in either direc= 
tion. 

According the 2009 count summary, 
the three locations with the highest 
rates of bicycle and pedestrian activity 
were: Broadway and Pine Avenue, with 
506 total commuters during the week- 
day morning; Metro Blue Line at.Ana- 
heim Street, with 786 total commuters 
during the weekday evening; and Sec- 
ond Street and Bay Shore Avenue, with 
737 total commuters during the week- 
end at mid-day. 

There will be one count location for 
every 15,000 residents in Long Beach 
in order for the nine districts of Long 
Beach to be represented. 

Because CSULB has 40,000 com- 
muters, there will be about three count 
locations surrounding the campus, ac- 
cording to Thomas. 

With the data analysis of these 
counts, Long Beach will attempt to im- 
prove its bicycle and pedestrian safety 
and accessibility. 


“Long Beach has the goal of being _ 


the most bike-friendly city in the na- 
tion,” Thomas said.

more affected, but we are very con- 
cerned about that.” 

With state budget problems, it is an- 
ticipated that the CSU will face a $100 
million trigger cut. If that happens, 
there will be an $8 million cut to the 


- university and layoffs are expected, ac- 


cording to O’Neil-Rosales. 

“They will want to be able to jump 
over long-term employees and pick and 
choose who they want and that’s wrong 
and we don’t want that to happen,” she 
said. 

Chapter 315 is not only concerned 
about the issues from an employee 
perspective, but how- it’s impacting the 
CSU student. 

Students are no longer getting the 
quality education that they need be- 
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cause professors and supporting staff 
are spread so thinly, she said. 

O’Neil-Rosales said that this is also 
because there are not enough staff 
members to be trained and serve to help 
operate and maintain the function of 
the university. ; 

State-wide VP for Representation, 
Russel Kilday-Hicks, who also works for 
IT services.at Cal State San Francisco, 
described the CSU system as a broken 
compensation and classification system. 

“It’s a corporate model,” Kilday- 
Hicks said. “They gave up on their em- 
ployees a long time ago.” 

The union is trying to address some 
of the real problems that are built into 
the system, he said. 

“Tt go up to the board of trustees 
meetings and | tell them, ‘You are the 
managers of the decline of a once great 
system,’” Kilday-Hicks said.

However, how 
early should “early” be? 

“Starting in January, public school teachers 
from kindergarten on must include some sort of 
positive message about gay people in their les- 
sons,” a Los Angeles Times article reads. “But as 
The Times has reported, they have little idea how 
to comply with the law.” 

The LGBT community has made enough of a 
landmark in our country to be included in our his- 
tory lessons. But, teaching kindergarteners about 
LGBT might seem like a foreign language to them. 
Keep in mind that — hopefully — most of these 
kids don’t even know what “sex” means. 

Also, California public schools have already 
been criticized for overloading students with 
information in one academic year. In order for 
the teaching of LGBT history and tolerance to be 
effective and appreciated, a more organized cur- 
riculum should be decided upon.

Palestinian and Israeli authorities must consider what is at stake 


Through Egyptian mediation and bilateral 
discussion on the parts of Israel and Palestine, 
Israeli’s prisoner of war Gilad Shalit returned 
home with a hero’s welcome. 

Gilad was held by Hamas for a total of five 
years, and returned home with a smile. According 
to Shalit,-it was difficult at first but got easier. He 
also said he was treated_well by Hamas in recent 
years. 

He is happy to be back home with his friends 
and family, and while many medical profes- 
sionals, psychologists, etc., are monitoring him 
closely for signs of post-traumatic stress disorder, 
everything seems to be going well. All he really 
needs is some rest and sunlight — says his father 
Noam Shalit — and he will be all right. 

Some may see Gilad as too skinny and a bit 
malnourished after his captivity. These people 
may not be aware of the situation in Gaza or the * 
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people in Gaza. There reality is that they face a 
shortage in food, water and medicine on a daily 
basis. 

On the contrary, Gilad may have not been 
perfectly cared for, but seeing as his captivity 
provided Hamas with substantial leverage — not 
to mention great pathos appeal to both the Israeli 
community and the world — it 
appears that the idea behind 


the Palestinians who were freed in exchange for 
Gilad Shalit. 

A number of the freed prisoners, according to 
the swap, were deported to neighboring countries 
such as Syria; Jordan, Qatar and Turkey. Others 
were returned to Gaza on busses, as celebra- 
tions broke out in their honor. Gilad expressed 

his “happiness” toward the 
freeing of the Palestinians, 


his captivity was an attempt to DINA AL-HAYEK and further noted, “I hope this

As a result, over a thousand Palestinians 
were released for the return of one soldier. One 
soldier in the eyes of Israel is equal to a thousand 
Palestinians. 

But what about the second part of the swap; the 
1,027 Palestinians who were exchanged for this 
Israeli soldier? I decided to take a closer look at

If there is one thing that is admirable of Israel 
above all else, it is the persistence and unity both 
its people and its government express in the face 
of their enemies. While one Israeli soldier would 
be fought for by thousands of Israeli soldiers, it is 
virtually impossible for Hamas, Fatah or anyone 
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else in the Palestinian territories to do the same. 

The powers do not match up, and this is the 
reason why bilateral negotiations for peace have 
failed time and time again. This sort of unity does 
not exist as a sentiment or even an idea among 
Arab leaders. “People are people,” I always say, 
meaning regardless of who they are, what they 
believe or what they look like, they are all human 
beings and will express similar — if not identical 
— emotions in almost’every similar situation. 

It is quite saddening to see either side have 
to resort to POW swaps in order to achieve a 
temporary calm. Both Palestinian authorities as 
well as the Israeli government need to simply 
try harder — human lives remain at stake, not 
to mention the thousands of lives that have been 
already taken.

The University Players of Cal State 
Long Beach continue its fall 2011 
season, with “Almost, Maine,” a play 
about an imaginary town in Maine and 
the love connections between all the 
young-hearted characters set on a Fri- 
day evening in the middle of Winter. 

“Almost, Maine,” written by John 
Cariani, is a modern day compilation 
of nine romantic vignettes, or short sto- 
ries. It portrays an optomistic perspec- 
tive of love in various forms, according 
to director Jeff Paul, a CSULB alumni 
who has seen the university theater-de- 
partment grow from the 1970s. 

“The playwright mentions a magic 
moment, which I think is like a meta- 
phor for that first spark of whatever love 
becomes,” Paul said. “[It’s about] what 
happens between people whether they 
are strangers, friends or long-time cou- 
ples and how that spark manifest itself.”

Although the play seems rooted in re- 
ality, there is a small portion of fantasy 
represented, Paul said. One of the female 
characters carries her broken heart in a 
bag, another male character cannot feel 
pain and love can be literally be tossed 
back-and-forth in the city of Almost. 

The imaginary aspects of the play bring 
out the several types of humor expressed 
throughout the play. While the writing 
portrays the characters to be realistic and 
identifiable, viewing them in different 
scenes allows the audience to interpret the 
stories in various ways, Paul said. 

Since the acting alone exhibits the 
true love theme, “Almost, Maine” is not 


sensationalized with an extravagant set 
and make-up tricks. 

The intimate stage in the Players 
Theater “puts you in the story because 
you can literally reach out and touch the 
actors,” Paul said. “It allows for more 
honesty in the acting as well because 
there is such an immediacy to having 
people close by.” 

The'cast consists of CSULB students 
with skill levels ranging, from begin- 
ning to advance. As a guest director, 
Paul met everyone for the first time at 
the auditions during the 2011 spring se- 
mester, and assigned roles according to 
their performance and chemistry with 
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other actors. 

There are three female actors and 
three male actors, who play at least 
three different roles in eight short sto- 
ries, plus a prologue and epilogue. The 
audience never sees a character in more 
than one scene because all of the scenes 
are going on at the same time. 

“Almost, Maine” premieres Friday, 
Oct. 21 and runs through Nov. 5. Perfor- 
mances are Tuesday through Saturday at 
8 p.m. with Saturday matinees at 2 p.m. 
in the Players Theatre. Tickets are $15 
for general admission and $12 for stu- 
dents and seniors. For more information, 
visit csulb.edu/depts/theatre.

Hubbard is used mostly as a defend- 
er, but she played forward during her 


time at Mayfair High School in Lake-- 


wood. During high school career, she 
broke the school record with 144 goals 
scored and led the Monsoons to four 
straight CIF-Southern Section Division 
III playoff appearances, including two 


* championships. 


Since the age of six, she took up soc- 
cer and progressed quickly through the 
American Youth Soccer Organization 
(AYSO). When she was 11 years old, 
Hubbard played under Ingrassia’s club 
team until college. 

Once Hubbard began playing colle- 
giately, she was reunited with her long- 
time coach, who has been at 49ers helm 


since 2004 after a successful tenure’ 


with Long Beach City College. 

“T have always known that Nicole 
could play,” Ingrassia said.

If home court advantage is as im- 
portant as it is often made out to be, 
the Big West Conference- leading 
Long Beach State women’s volleyball 
team might be facing a tough week- 
end. 

The Beach (12-6, 6-2 Big West) 
will hit the road to face Cal Poly (9- 
11, 4-3 Big West) on Friday and UC 
Santa Barbara (11-9, 4-3 Big West) on 
Saturday. ' 

In the first weekend of Big West 
play, LBSU fell at home to Santa Bar- 
bara in five sets and had to recover 
from a two-sets-to-one deficit against 
Cal Poly before posting a a five-set 
victory. 

The difference-maker could be 
a healthier LBSU lineup compared 
to the injury-hampered 49ers who 
played in the first set of matchups. 

The ‘Niners are now playing at 
close to full strength for the first time 
all year and hold a game and a half 
lead in the Big West standings over 
Cal Poly and UCSB. 

Senior outside hitter Caitlin Ledoux 
has remained limited in practice since 


returning to the lineup, but has been 
effective during matches. The Beach 
is 3-0 since her return and has won 
four straight overall. 

Freshman setter Erin Juley has 
been sitting out practice this week, - 
resting a swollen knee that has been 
operated twice in the last year. 

Head coach Brian Gimmillaro said 
she is not expected to miss any play- 
ing time this weekend. 

“We just have to have fresh legs for 
the weekend,” Gimmillaro said. “It is 
not a negative. We are building parts 
and resting people, it is a good com- 
bination.” 

Gimmillaro commented on the 
team’s progression due to a healthier 
lineup. 

“We are faster, we are better and 
we are bigger,” Gimmillaro said. “We 
will just have to see how we perform.” 

In Friday’s contest, The Beach will 
look to stymie Mustangs leader and
